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Committee Views 
Plan To Revamp 
Leadership Roles

Tuesday night, the School Committee 
voted to authorize the school administra- 
tion to tidy up its house, beginning this 
next school year, by establishing several 
new teacher leadership positions 
throughout the Andover school system. 

According to assistant superinten- 
dents, Lois Haslam and Dr. Leslie Loo- 
mis, who presented the new Curriculum 
end Instruction Organization Plan, the 
reorganization will draw from existing 
teaching personnel, who will be paid for 
additional leadership duties from al- 
ready-budgeted funds. 

Teachers taking on newly-created po- 
sitions under such titles as Team Leader, 
House Master and Special Project Lead- 
er will be granted what Loomis called ‘‘a 
very small amount of release time’’ from 
their teaching schedules to work within 
the plan’s objectives. This would mean 
hat each new leader would be dropping 

_ the equivalent of one teaching class, he 
explained. Loomis assured the commit- 
tee that the effects of this reduction in 
classroom teaching on the student-teach- 
er ratio would be neutralized by the drop 
in enrollment that the system is experi- 
encing.

ganization, said the officials, will be: 

¢ to streamline the administrative as- 
pects of curriculum and instructional or- 
ganization—both system-wide and within 
each school building—so that adminis- 


trators, instructional specialists, head « 


teachers and team and special project 
leaders can spend more time, more ef- 


fectively, on matters which will have an } 


impact on the classroom; 
e to revise the curriculum as needed 
and to implement those revisions; 


¢« to improve classroom teaching ¢ 


through coaching, development of think- 
ing skills strategies and projects, model 
teaching and workshops; 


¢ to establish and standardize evalua- ¥ 


tion techniques for curriculum and in- 
structional programs. 

According to Superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert, the plan will be supported by a 
budget of $45,000 to $55,000, most of 
which will go toward teacher salaries for 
additional duties. The funding is covered 


in the budget for this coming school , 


year, he said. 

During the discussion, committee 
member Donald Robb expressed his con- 
cern that the plan’s provision for the es- 
tablishment of department chairmen 


within the schools might muddy the cur- , "= 


riculum rather than streamlining it. Five 


or six years ago, he said, Andover hada *

Creativity Of South Teacher 
To Be Lost To Retirement

The children are outside; even without 
them, the classroom virtually vibrates 
with creativity. 

Hand-built model homes sit on the 
desktops—not ‘‘splits’” and ‘‘contempo- 
raries,’”’ but such esoteric samples of the 
builders’ trade as an Arab swamp house, 
a Mayan temple, a thatched hut assem- 
bled from broom straws and an Israeli 
‘“Soccah’’—a_ tent-like structure with 
strings of raisins hanging from its twig 
rafters. 

Behind the desks, on a bright orange 
bulletin board, hang weaving samples of 
all shapes and colors. All are hand- 
loomed. Near the door, a second board 
boasts sketches of wildlife. A massive 
crayon rendering of a mountain covers a 
third. 

And, in the corner, the piece de resis- 
tance—a sculptured mountain that 
smells good enough to eat. It is; its sides 
are shellacked a rich brown with choco- 
late pudding, and its white houses are 
built of sugar cube bricks. 

It isn’t easy, in this room, to find the 
teacher’s desk. It’s buried somewhere, 
beneath piles of papers and pieces of pro- 
jects. Not that it’s important to find it; 
Barbara Crouch is not sitting behind it. 
She’s up, darting about the room—as 
usual, one thinks—explaining. A weav- 
ing; an essay tacked to the crayoned 
mountain; the fine features of that hand- 
built log cabin; Crouch expounds upon 
the organized mayhem in her room with 
a sort of proud wonder. These minds and 
hands of these children—aren’t they sim- 
ply incredible? 

For 21 years, Barbara Crouch has been 
losing her desk beneath the creativity of 
fourth- and fifth-graders at South El- 
ementary School. She has also, it is 
clear, lost her heart hundreds of times 
over to her charges. The Crouch/chil- 
dren admiration society seems to be mu- 
tual: at a school awards ceremony 
Monday morning, when her name was 
announced among those of teachers who 
are retiring this year, her students gave 
her an auditorium-shaking round of ap- 
plause. “I was surprised that the kids 
didn’t stand up,” principal Jade Augur 
commented later. ‘It seems that they 
don’t know about standing ovations yet.”’ 

Crouch settles at last in a chair at a 
small table, beneath the weaving dis- 
play. She seems a bit nervous; being in- 
terviewed is, after all, a form of 
recognition. Like that Monday morning 
ovation: ‘‘It made me shake,’’ she says. 
Blue eyes twinkle behind the lenses of 
her glasses. ‘‘I don’t know what to do 
about things like that.”’ 

It is lunchtime at South; Crouch, the 
Teacher, Craftsperson and Surrogate 
Mother, is off-duty for an hour. But no 
sooner has she taken her seat, than she is 
called out of it—once; twice—to play 
Crouch the Banker for children who 
stray into her room in search of short- 
term loans (courtesy of P.T.O. funding,

she explains) against forgotten lunch 
monies. 

When, at last, she plumps back into 
her chair, she is asked how she feels she 
is viewed by her students. She gives a 
quick glance around the room, runs a 
hand through her smooth blonde hair. 
‘I’m thinking, ‘flake-o’,’’ she laughs. 

Then she says, ‘I think my children 
think I like them—and I do. I think they 
feel safe with me; they feel quite free 
and open.” 

With her enthusiasm and her pleasant 
air of being ‘in charge,” Barbara 
Crouch might appear to be a ‘‘natural”’ 
teacher. In truth, she took a long and 
roundabout path to arrive at her present 
profession. After graduating from the 
University of New Hampshire, the 
Methuen native worked for ten years in 
hospitals and rehabilitation centers as an 
occupational therapist. 

“T liked the profession,”’ she says, ‘‘but 
at that point in life, I was raising my son 
by myself.”’ 

Commuting to the Boston area took a 
toll on her time; working day after day 
with victims of tragedies, many of whom 
would be handicapped for life, took a toll 
on her spirits. 

So she took courses in speedwriting 


and typing and became a secretary. For 
four years, she worked in the office of an 
electronics firm on Route 128. 

“T liked the job,”’ she says, ‘‘but it 
didn’t challenge my mind.” 

By the time her son, Peter Johnson, 
was ten or eleven years old, she recalls, 
she was ready for another change. “I 
was fascinated with his growth,” she 
says; “I was fascinated, myself, with 
reading.”’ Crouch decided to try teach- 
ing; she went back to school and earned 
her Masters degree. 

The rest, insofar as 21 years of South 
School students is concerned, is history. 

“Tf I had been a teacher all my life, I’d 
have, maybe, a better retirement, finan- 
cially,” Crouch muses. “‘But I feel that 
all my experience has helped my teach- 
ing.”’ 

The South Elementary School to which 
Crouch came 21 years ago was signifi- 
cantly different-from the one she will be 
leaving this week. At first, she says, 
classrooms in the school were self-con- 
tained; all subjects were taught by the 
same teacher in the same room. 

“There were some good points to 
that,’’ she says. “‘A teacher was not lim- 
ited to strict time segments on subjects— 
if you were in the middle of studying one 
subject, and the time came for another, 


you could finish the first.’’ 

But the system also had its drawbacks. 
“It felt isolated, in a way,” she says. 
“You spent a lot of time in the room 
working on things; you really didn’t get 
to know the other teachers.” 

The self-contained classroom also 
didn’t provide well for the varied learn- 
ing styles of its students, she adds. As a 
result, says Crouch, “Kids who didn’t 
have problems learning sometimes 
didn’t get as much attention as the one 
who had problems.”’ 

In the 1970’s, says Crouch, the school 
system adopted a more individualized 
approach to teaching. Teachers worked 
in cooperative situations; students were 
grouped according to their learning 
skills and methods. The segmented tea- 
ching of isolated subjects gave way, 
gradually, to a curriculum in which each 
subject was taught in relevance to the 
others—today’s ‘‘integrated curric- 
ulum’’. 

Crouch feels that, with the individual- 
ized approach, fewer children now “fall 
through the cracks”’ of the system due to 
a lack of attention. ‘‘We’ve learned more 
about how to teach all kinds of children,”’ 
she explains. 

The newer South School is, in many

Prevention 
Program 
Proclaimed 


The week of June 15-21 is Spinal Cord Injury 
Prevention Week in Massachusetts, thanks to 
the recent Proclamation and endorsement by 
Governor Dukakis and New England Neurologi- 
cal Associates medical director, Dr. Howard M. 
Gardner. They have recognized the devastating 
impact of spinal cord injuries on young people 
and the community and are joining forces to 
prevent them. ‘Feet First First Time,” the sim- 
ple proven prevention concept to prevent spinal 
cord injuries due to diving, serves to alert young 
people to check the depth and safety of unfamil- 
iar waters such as quarries, creeks, ponds and 
pools by jumping, not diving head first, on the 
first plunge. This public awareness program in- 
cludes visual presentations at area high school 
by an occupational therapist and a young victim 
as well as feature in-depth television interviews 
and network video spots. 

The ‘‘Feet First First Time’’ program is also 
sponsored by Northeast Rehabilitation Hospital 
in Salem, N.H., the concerned rehabilitation 
specialists who know first hand that the victims 
of diving trauma injuries are often vigorous 
young athletes between ages 15 and 22 who may 
be permanently paralyzed from a spinal neck or 
head injury. 

This ‘‘Feet First First Time” cooperative ef- 
fort has a diving injury-free summer as its goal. 
Vivid yellow and blue ‘‘feet’’ logos will soon be 
at state swimming areas.

gest Ombudsman Idea To 


Solve Community Problems 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Webster’s Dictionary defines an 
“ombudsman” as ‘“‘an appointed public 
official who investigates activities of 
government agencies that may infringe 
on the rights of individuals.”’ 

According to School Committee Chair- 
man Michael Giammusso, Andover just 
might need one. 

Giammusso voiced the possibility of 
exploring the ombudsman concept dur- 
ing a discussion on community relations 
at Tuesday night’s School Committee 
meeting. Citing a recent, highly publi- 
cized incident in which a Polish student 
left a local elementary school after en- 
during severe harrassment from his fel- 
low students, he asked, rhetorically, 
what recourse the town provides for 
community ‘members who ‘“‘feel uncom- 
fortable about a school situation.”’ 

Giammusso said that the concept of an 
ombudsman—an advocate who can in- 
tercede between a disgruntled commu- 
nity member and the power structures 
within the town—been approached in oth- 
er areas of the country with some suc- 
cess. He suggested that it might be 
prudent for the town boards and officials 
to consider the value of setting up a com- 


mittee that could serve the same func- 
tion. 

Committeeman Richard Neal recalled 
that, following a cross-burning incident 
that occurred in town a number of years 
ago, a committee had been formed to 
discuss community relations problems. 
Both the interest of the group and its 
membership had dwindled to insignifi- 
cance over time, he said. He added that, 
in spite of this past discouragement, he 
hoped to see an effort made to improve 
communications between the town and 
its citizens. 

Committee member Susan Poore 
spoke in defense of the existing opportu- 
nities for communication afforded by 
Andover’s town boards. However, in inci- 
dents such as that involving the student, 
she said, ‘‘we’re-talking about problems 
that are very sensitive; discreet prob- 
lems.” Such problems, she said, do not 
lend themselves easily to public dis- 
cussion. 

She was not condemning the board sys- 
tem, said Poore, but she felt that ‘‘a pub- 
lic forum is not necessarily proper for 
sensitive problems. They have to be 
dealt with, but I’m not sure it has to be

under the spotlight, up on the stage.” 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert agreed 
with Poore’s reluctance to subject sensi- 
tive problems to ‘‘the spotlight,”’ but said 
that he felt that the common man should 
have an accessible route for his com- 
plaints. Approaching a board can be 
overwhelming to an individual, he said. 

Seifert reiterated a conclusion that he 
said the Justice Department had reached 
in its investigation of the cross-burning 
incident—that Andover didn’t have a 
method to deal with its problems. The 
community is fooling itself, he said, if it 
assumes that a vehicle exists even now 
to address such problems. 

Committee member Donald Robb 
mused that ‘“‘to a large extent, commu- 
nities don’t have problems; people have 
problems.”’ He criticized the press for its 
reporting of one side of the student har- 
rassment incident. ‘I’m not saying it 
was blown out of proportion,”’ he said, 
‘‘but I think we have to ask ourselves, 
‘what information are we really dealing 
in?’ ”’ 

Robb suggested that small problems, 
such as the treatment of newcomers, be 
treated for the ultimate betterment of

the community. “I think we’ve got some 
vehicles in place to address these kinds 
of issues,” he said. 

At the close of the discussion, a mother 
of a local child who has undergone har- 
rassment by his gradeschool peers 
brought the focus back to specifics. She 
said that she felt that school personnel 
were often unaware of the way children 
treated other children in the schools. She 
suggested an approach characterized by 
‘‘good old-fashioned discipline,” in which 
school officials make parents of the 
offending children aware of what their

Evaluation 


Needed 


To The Editor 

“Evaluation (is certainly) 
Needed.”’ A program that was 
created and then simply existed 
without assessment or review 
for nine years needs evaluation. 
Elimination as the direct result, 
however, is a radical response— 
even when only 1 percent (2) of 
209 respondents out of the 2,500 
who received a questionnaire 
approved of the current Gifted 
and Talented Program. Motivat- 
ing that response, however, was 
a feeling of ‘inadequate,’ not 
rejection of the concept. The 
program was not found to be 
dangerous or damaging—the 
students, as far as we know, are 
unanimous in their appreciation 
and enjoyment and their accom- 
plishments which were publical- 
ly displayed and which were 
admirable—and _ continuation 
would seem appropriate while 
improvement is planned. 

No one begrudges the extra 
thousands of dollars per student 
it costs to provide special pro- 
grams for “‘special’’ children on 
the below average side of the 
statistical curves of physical 
and intellectual abilities we can 
all be measured against. Money 
has fortunately been found to 
end user fees for sports, music 
lessons and other in- and after- 
school activities whose net costs 
also are many tens of thousands 
of dollars. (Varsity sports, one 
might note, are rigorously selec- 
tive and have not to my knowl- 
edge ever required that those 
selected then share their skills 
and expertise with less talented 
peers. Varsity sports are demo- 
cratic only to the extent that the 
ideal democracy is the sum of 
myriad and overlapping minori- 
ties making a richer whole.) 
And the place for such pro- 
grams is the school—parents 
cannot endlessly provide out-of- 
school ‘‘enrichment and extras’’ 
for already seriously and un- 
healthily overscheduled  chil- 
dren. 

To suggest that the other chil- 
dren in the Andover primary 
schools could profit from the ac- 
tivities designed for a specially 
selected group of ‘‘gifted and

talented” youths is as mislead- 
ing as it is true. An enriched and 
enhanced curriculum would 
surely benefit all students, but 
that is not the issue. The Presi- 
dent’s (Ronald Reagan) Com- 
mission on Education has 
identified our ablest students as 
a precious national resource for 
whom there should be nourish- 
ment and special effort; Massa- 
chusetts, as announced by Sen. 
Patricia McGovern at the very 
same School Committee meet- 
ing where dilution and abandon- 
ment of such specially directed 
programs was proposed, has af- 
ter many years allocated $1 mil- 
lion for “Gifted and Talented 
Programs;’’ New York, for one, 
several years ago stipulated 
that the intellectually gifted are 
in need of and must be equally 
provided special needs pro- 
grams. 

The student at the far above 
average extreme of the curve is 
just as much in need of that 
something extra a rich and com- 
passionate society can provide 
as the one at the other end. The 
$17,926 spent last year was but 
one tenth of 1 percent of the total 
budget; the 104 students who 
shared in that largesse were 10 
percent of the 1,022 fourth, fifth 
and sixth grade students from 
whom they were chosen. That is 
not too much to spend on some- 
thing a little bit special for this 
group of special children.

The members of West Parish Church and the church 
through the Smith-Purdon Fund and its Missions Council 
has for many years supported financially and by personal 
involvement the activities of the International Institute, 
most recently in the resettling of refugees and with sum- 
mer language camps for the children of refugees. But, in 
addition, there has always been a readiness and will- 
ingness to provide support and assistance to groups 
(GLEAM and Habitat for Humanity are examples) 
throughout the region, even seeking out groups and agen- 
cies who might need help, especially with start up or seed 
money for projects that might otherwise never be possi- 
ble. One current project is a community garden on River 
Road in Andover for some 30 Cambodian families. The 
church was specially cited for its members ‘‘hands-on in- 
volvement in the community.” 

The Stevens Foundation has actively pursued projects 
in Lawrence, especially for youths, that might profit from 
support, guidance and technical assistance. A partial list 
of current projects includes Teen Power, a program of

workshops, social and support activities tor teens al une 
Lawrence YWCA; Hispano Network, a coalition of agen- 
cies and individuals in the Greater Lawrence area work- 
ing with people of Hispanic origin; Centro Pan 
Americano, an advocacy and service agency for Hispan- 
ics in the region; funding for artist David Fichter to paint 
an outdoor mural at the Family Health center; Andover 
ABC, a high school program for inner city minority 
youths. The accompanying citation praised the foundation 
for ‘‘seeking to assure ‘bread’ for those who need it and to 
provide ‘roses’ for all.” 

Dr. Eugene R. DeClercq, chairman of the Lawrence 
Human Rights Commission, is a Lawrence native with a 
Ph.D. in Political Science who has taught at Merrimack 
College since 1978. He was active on the Human Relations, 
Commission, predecessor to the Human Rights Commis- 
sion. DeClercq has worked for many years to promote 
good relations between the various groups in Lawrence. 
The institute committee that made this year’s recommen- 
dations also cited DeClercq for his regular quiet assis- 
tance to students at all levels in the Lawrence schools. 
DeClercq writes political commentary for the ““Lawrence 
Eagle Tribune’’ and is on the board of directors of the 
Immigrant City Archives. 

Rev. John A. Elya, bishop-designate for the Melkite 
Church in North America, is the former rector of St. Basil 
Seminary in Methuen and was at St. Joseph Church on 
Hampshire Street from 1972-79 and again from 1982-85. 
Rev. Elya was active on the Interfaith Clrical Fellowship 
of Greater Lawrence, is a former member of the Interna- 
tional Institute board of directors and founded the Interf- 
aith Institute for Greater Lawrence. He has been 
described as a ‘‘people’s priest;” his efforts for and on 
behalf of people in all areas of social and economic need, 
all-encompassing, defy enumeration. 

The International Institute board of directors commit- 
tee making the nominations included Guilmo Barrio of 
Haverhill; Eartha Dengler, Diane Haynes, both of And- 
over; and Dr. Nina Scarito of Lawrence. All have worked 
and been active in Lawrence for many years.

ways, more demanding than the old, 
says Crouch. There is more reading, 
more writing, more special projects to 
lead—all of which require more time and 
research for both the teacher and her 
student. ‘‘Report cards don’t reflect the 
importance of these things,’’ she says. 

Crouch also feels that, over the years, 
her students have changed as much as 
the system in which they are taught. 
“They are more knowledgeable now,” 
she says. ‘“‘They seem to be brighter. 
When I first came, they seemed to be 
waiting for me to tell them what to do. 
Now, all I have to do is say we're going 
to do this and this and this, give a short 
explanation about it, and they’re right 
‘into’ it.”’ 


The differences stretch beyond the . 


scholastic, too, she notes. ‘“‘They’re more 
open. Less polite.” She sits back and 
weighs her words. “I don’t mean ‘impo- 
lite’. I think kids act more like the center 
of life now, where at first the child was 
dependent upon adults to tell him what to 
do. I don’t mind that,’’ she adds. “In 
fact, I love it.”’ 

They are more creative, today’s chil- 
dren. Crouch tells of the facility with 
which her students write stories—about 
how she reads them, amazed at the skill 
and imagination they show. How can 
anyone claim to teach this creativity? 
She shrugs and smiles. ‘‘I can’t say I did 
a darned thing,” she says. 

After 21 years of working with chil- 
dren, Crouch’s philosophies and educa- 
tional outlook are far from stagnant. 
“It’s been a pleasure to work with her 
this year,’’ says principal Augur, “‘be- 
cause she’s so enthusiastic and so sup- 
portive of new programs.” 

It is a support that comes from the 
heart, rather than a secure location on 
the bandwagon. For example, there’s 
Crouch’s support of Augur’s and assis- 
tant superintendent Lois Haslam’s sug- 
gestions for changing Andover’s ‘‘gifted 
and talented’ program—a controversial 
subject these days. Because of the skill 
that she sees in her students—and be- 
cause she thinks of each child as ‘a 
unique little being”, a view that she con- 
siders a carry-over from her individual- 
centered occupational therapy training— 
Crouch considers half to two-thirds of the 
students in her classes (home room, an 
“independent” language arts group and 
a “semi-structured” math class) to be

“gifted” mentally. Accordingly, she 
feels that the present “gifted and tal- 
ented” program, which pulls only five to 
seven of these students from class to 
take part in special projects, should be 
overhauled to benefit the rest of the 
class. “I have a lot of faith in what Ms. 
Augur and Ms. Haslam are doing,” she 
says. 

The clutter in Crouch’s room testifies 
to her love for today’s integrated curric- 
ulum. She uses the weavings that hang 
on the bulletin board as an example. 
Weaving, she says, is a craft that is 
found in virtually all cultures—and 
therefore presents itself as a perfect So- 
cial Studies project. It also figures heavi- 
ly in local history—Crouch introduced 
the project after students had toured the 
North Andover Museum of Textile Histo- 
ry. Furthermore, weaving utilizes 
math—as measurement, in the construc- 
tion of balanced cardboard looms, and as 
the basis of patterns in the arrangement 
of the design. And it requires manual 
dexterity—the stuff of industrial arts. 

The project began, interestingly 
enough, as a bit of time-filling for the 
children who were left in Crouch’s hom- 
eroom on Thursdays, after a number of 
students had left for chorus. The fourth- 
graders took up the craft eagerly; their 
enthusiasm spread beyond the class- 
room, touching others, until Crouch 
found herself hosting morning before- 
school weaving sessions with, she says, 
“pretty much anybody who wanted to do 
it.”’ 

It was, in short, a project that epit- 
omizes Crouch’s view of today’s stu- 
dents: ‘“‘Yes—I’d say, definitely, they’re 
self-starters.’’ And her view of her own 
job: ‘‘It isn’t boring, because you have 
new children and new ideas every year.” 
And, finally, her view of education itself. 
“T think it’s definitely going in the right 
direction,”’ she says. ‘‘It’s all very excit- 
ing—”’ there is a note of regret in her 
voice—‘‘I hate to leave it at this point. 
I’ll miss it.” 

But it’s time for a career change, she 
adds, and ‘I’m looking forward to it—-I 
can’t say that I’m not.”” Her husband, 
John Crouch—‘‘Mr. Wonderful,’’ she 
calls him—is also retiring this year, 
from the postal service.

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Pastoral Minister Called To South Church 


The Rev. Peter Savage 


The Rev. Peter Savage, a missionary, 
pastoral counselor, teacher and pastor to 
the people of Central and South America 
for the past 25 years, has been called to 
the staff of South Church in Andover as 
minister of pastoral care. 

Mr. Savage, who was ordained in 
Great Britain in 1961, has helped estab- 
lish churches, seminaries and counseling 
centers and was a founder of EIRENE, 
the Latin American family movement 
with counseling centers in 11 countries in 
the Americas, including one in Law- 
rence. 

He joins three other ministers on the 
South Church staff: the Rev. Westy A.

Mr. Savage will be responsible for car- 
ing for members of South Church in their 
homes, hospitals and nursing homes.

Ordained through the Independent 
Congregational Evangelical Churches in 
the United Kingdom, Mr. Savage began 
his career s a Congregational pastor in 
Lower Kingswood, England. Most re- 
cently he was pastoral counselor for the 
United Church Board of World Mission, 
through which he established ETRENE 
and trained faculty for the counseling 
centers. 

Based for six years in Argentina, he 
was pastor to pastores in an ecumenical 
center and helped establish the Kairos 
Research Centre in Beunos Aires, which 
develops lay leaders in the churches, and 
the ‘“‘Andrew’’ drug recuperation cen- 
ters. Mr. Savage was also a founding 
member of the Quechua Indian Research 
Center. 

Before that he was president of the 
Jorge Theological Seminary in Bolivia 
and conference minister for the Central 
Synod of Iglesia Evangelical Peruana, 
based in Tarma in the Central Andes of 
Peru. 

Mr. Savage lives in Methuen and has 
two children, Paul, 15, and Karen, 12.

That’s why he looks 
so trapped now, as he leans against the side wall 
of the gym. 

As recitals go, Carol’s is refreshingly low- 
keyed. Kim had some major productions—like 
the studio in Biddeford that staged three-hour 
extravaganzas, with $30 costumes (two per 
dancer). And the teacher in Bar Harbor who 
actually choreographed kids, big and tiny, into a 
performance of ‘‘The Nutcracker.”’ 

This time, we didn’t even have to buy tickets. 
All I had to buy was a plum-colored shirt. There 
aren’t many plum-colored shirts out there for 
six-year-old boys; Kelly’s is three sizes too big. 
So I rolled up the sleeves and tucked it in. 

Kelly’s group is to be on sixth and twelfth on 
the program—as ‘‘big kids,”’ they don’t have to 
sit on stage. I fidget with my camera, watching 
little girls bump into each other. Waiting. At the 
wall, Paul sighs as girls in pink tutus prance, 


trailing a big chiffon scart. 

Now Kelly shuffles in, plum-colored shirt 
awry, carrying a big cardboard M & M. I am 
glad that I washed off his knees—he had just 
come from a soccer game. He trips about, lost in 
the flurry of little female M & Ms in purple net. 

At the wall, Paul cringes slightly. 

Then more tu-tus. At last, Kelly reappears as 
a tap-dancing piece of rock candy. His left 
sleeve is unrolled, his shirt tail loose. 

He throws himself into his dance. It is remark- 
able how he pulls it off, substituting spirit for 
rhythm in more than a few places. Big, smiling 
finish; applause. He is loving it all. 

After the number, during the next bombard- 
ment of tutus, I catch up with Paul. He is sneak- 
ing out. 

“Well?” I say casually. 

He glances over his shoulder, then he mum- 
bles—very quietly, almost sheepishly: ‘You 
know, he was really pretty good.”’

children are doing. 

Also discussed at Tuesday’s meeting 
were: 

¢ a report by students on the national 
contest activities of the Distributive Edu- 
cation Club of America, a group of busi- 
ness management and marketing 
students who compete in management 
skills exercises with comparable groups 
from other schools nation-wide. Periph- 
eral to the report was the request, put 
forth by one of the club’s teacher/spon- 
sors, George Spanos, that the board, ad- 
ministration and community clarify 
their positions on the appropriateness of 
business-oriented education within the 
Andover system—which he suggested 
was in danger of ‘‘going as Phillips Num- 
ber Two.”

He had no objec- 
tion to the idea as a discussion item, he 
added, but felt it was completely unsuita- 
ble as a vote item.

system at large. Under the new system, 
mutual free time would be arranged for 
administrators, heads and leaders to 
work together on both levels. ‘‘It’s clear 
to me that we have ‘groups’ in the pre- 
sent system,’ he said. ‘It’s important 
that we address them on a system-wide 
basis.”’ 

Robb commended the administration 
on its work on the plan, but added that he 
was concerned about the lack of time 
available to implement it before next 
year. 

Loomis conceded that, although the 
system would be put in place during this 
coming year, it will probably not realize 
complete effectiveness until it is refined 
and tested by experience and evaluated 
over time—probably in the years after 
next. 

Chairman Michael Giammuso noted 
that there is a need for change in the 
current system. ‘‘This would give us the 
structure to attack these needs,” he said 
yf the plan, adding, ‘‘The direction, I 
think, is very positive.”’

Seifert’s proposal to the agency would 
provide for supervised activity for chil- 
dren aged seven through 17 from 6 p.m.

$20,000, to cover salaries and additional 
needed equipment. Volunteers would be 
used to augment the hired staff. 

Seifert explained that Andover and the 
schools now offer few activities for local 
children, and that those offered are 
usually highly structured. A Boys/Girls 
Club would answer to what he considered 
a real need in the community. ‘‘What we 
would have,’’ he said simply, ‘‘would be 
a place for children to go.” 

Asked if he thought that he would have 
difficulty raising the seed money, Seifert 
answered that he did not. He added that 
private donors from the community had 
indicated that they would be willing to 
contribute to the cause if no funding: 
could be obtained through the United
